DEDICATION 


KATHARINE  CHANDLER  FOGG 


Supervisor  of  the  checklist,  Treasurer  of  the  Good 
Neighbors'  Club,  Town  Auditor,  wilhng  volunteer  worker 
and/or  Ticket  Taker,  it  has  been  all  the  same  to  Kitty. 
She  has  given  her  best  with  a  smile.  One  of  the  first  to 
arrive,  one  of  the  last  to  leave,  few  functions  over  the  past 
two  and  a  half  decades  in  the  Town  have  taken  place  with- 
out the  assistance  of  Kitty  in  one  capacity  or  the  other. 


Born  Katharine  Chandler  in  Concord  on  January  6, 
1902,  she  married  Robert  S.  Fogg,  a  pioneer  pilot  of  the 
first  World  War  and  the  "barnstorming"  era.  They  spent 
many  vacations  and  weekends  at  "Camp"  until  moving  here 
permanently  in  1950.  Kitty,  with  her  enthusiasm  and  ef- 
fervescent desire  to  help  and  work  with  people  to  make 
Croydon  her  new  home,  immediately  became  involved  with 
civic  endeavors.  She  was  dedicated  to  the  premise  that  to 
make  a  person  a  good  citizen,  they  must  feel  needed.  To 
this  end  she  took  great  pains  to  seek  out  the  newcomers 
and  make  them  feel  welcome,  and  to  encourage  them  to 
take  an  active  role  in  Town  affairs.  In  many  instances  she 
succeeded,  in  others  she  did  make  people  feel  welcome  and 
that  they  had  made  a  new  friend. 

Webster's  Dictionary  defines  -  dedication  -  as  "2.  Set- 
ting aside  for  a  particular  purpose."  We  hope  that  the 
purpose  is  obvious.  Our  -  dedication  -  is  a  thank  you  for 
an  unselfish  contribution  to  the  Town  of  Croydon;  her  re- 
ward, the  respect  of  an  entire  Town.    Could  one  ask  more? 

We  could  say  many  things,  and  give  many  accolades 
to  Kitty.  However,  the  total  feeling  of  the  Town  for  Kitty 
can  be  best  summed  up  in  the  words  of  a  departed  hfetime 
resident  of  the  Town,  who  said  when  asked  if  he  knew  Mrs. 
Fogg,  "Yes,  I  do.  She  is  one  person  whose  house  ain't  got 
no  back  door."  This  was  his  way  of  saying  that  everyone 
was,  and  is,  welcome  at  Kitty  Fogg's.  Kitty  was  the  Town's 
unofficial  'Welcome  Wagon',  Census  Taker,  Friend-in-need. 
friend  indeed.  We  love  you,  Kitty.  Thank  you  for  loving 
us. 
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Those  are  the  rules  —  No  ifs,  ands  or  "butts" 
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THE  "POWERS'  PISTAREEN" 


On  February  3,  1977  Walter  Powers  died  in  Boston 
and  in  his  will,  left  the  Powers  Pistareen  to  the  Town  of 
Croydon.  This  coin,  handed  down  in  the  Powers  family 
for  approximately  215  years,  has  historical  significance  to 
our  Town.  Mr.  Walter  Powers  was  guest  speaker  at  Croy- 
don's Bicentennial  in  1966  and  his  father,  Wilbur  H.  Powers, 
was  guest  speaker  at  the  Sesquicentennial. 


EXTRACT  from  ADDRESS  deUvered  by  WUbur  Howard 

Powers  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the 

Settlement  of  the  Town  of  Croydon. 

August  24,  1916 


"Those  who  came  first  to  'spy  out  the  land'  did  not, 
apparently,  consider  it  a  very  important  matter.  They 
preserved  no  records;  but  it  is  known,  however,  that  they 
came  to  a  river, — some  think  it  was  the  Connecticut  and 
some  that  it  was  the  Sugar  River.  They  had  to  prepare  a 
raft  in  order  to  cross  the  river,  which  meant  that  trees 
must  be  cut  down.  Perhaps,  they  had  some  wrought  nails 
with  them,  but  more  likely  wooden  pins  were  hewed  out  and, 
with  axe,  augur  and  mawl,  the  logs  were  fastened  together 
and  the  raft  poled  to  the  other  side.  Their  labors  had  been 
so  prodigious  that  they  were  dead  tired  and,  fixing  a  place 
to  camp  as  best  they  could,  they  went  to  sleep.  In  the  night, 
a  great  storm  came  up,  the  river  became  swollen,  the  raft 
was  swept  down  stream  and,  when  the  sun  rose,  the 
pioneers  found  themselves  on  the  Croydon  side  of  the  river 
and  their  charter,  by  which  alone  they  were  able  to  tell 
where  Croydon  could  be  found,  was  on  the  other  side,  hid 
in  a  hollow  tree,  and  the  stream  was  turbulent  and  the  drift 
wood  prevalent.  They  could  not  afford  another  day  for 
building  a  raft,  so  Ezekiel  Powers  swam  the  river  and 
brought  back  the  charter,  holding  it  between  his  teeth. 
Powers  was  wet,  but  the  charter  was  dry.  For  this  achieve- 
ment, Ezekiel  Powers  was  given  a  piece  of  Spanish  money, 
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worth  about  twenty  cents,  and  called  a  pistareen.  That 
pistareen  became  the  property  of  Major  Abijah  Powers 
and,  at  his  death,  it  passed  to  his  widow.  When  I  was  a 
boy,  I  became  possessed  of  the  idea  that  I  was,  in  some 
way,  going  to  get  that  historic  prize.  My  grandmother  had 
her  winter's  supply  of  wood  in  her  front  yard,  piled  sled 
length.  She  told  me  if  I  would  chop,  saw,  and  spht  that 
wood  stove  length,  and  put  in  the  wood  shed,  I  could  have 
that  pistareen.  Well,  I  did  it.  That  stove  took  awfully 
short  wood,  but  here  is  the  prize.  Sometimes  I  wonder 
which  of  us  had  the  hardest  job;  anyway,  mine  was  the 
longest.  When  about  half  through  that  pile  of  wood,  I 
almost  wished  that  my  ancestor  had  not  been  so  good  a 
swimmer,  and  I  wondered  what  he  ever  swam  that  river 
for  SLuyway,  and  also  the  thought  occurred  to  me  that  the 
shorter  that  wood,  the  longer  my  job." 

The  above  incident  occurred  in  June,  1763

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Croydon,  in  the 
County  of  Sulhvan  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town 
on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  March  next  at  10  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  (poll^  not  to  close  earUer  than  6  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon)  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ART.  1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years, 
one  Selectman  for  one  year,  one  Tax  Collector  for  three 
years,  one  Town  Clerk  for  three  years,  one  Treasurer  for 
three  years,  one  Road  Agent  for  one  year,  one  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three 
years,  two  Auditors  for  one  year,  one  Moderator  for  two 
years,  one  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for  six  years,  and 
all  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  trans^ 
action  of  the  Town's  business  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Town  Charges  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  Class  V  roads  and  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$506.36  for  same,  the  State  to  contribute  $3375.73. 

ART.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  summer  and  winter  road 
maintenance. 

ART.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  General  Expense  for  the 
Highway  Department. 

ART.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  maintenance  of  Town 
Dump. 

ART.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 


ART.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  cutting  brush 

ART.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Newport  Hospital. 

ART.  10.  To  see  what  siun  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Street  Lights  and  Town 
Buildings. 

ART.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Social  Security  on  Town 
Employees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use 
during  the  year  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ART.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Insurance. 

ART.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

ART.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  the  cost  of  Library, 
including  Librarian's  salary,  heat,  etc. 

ART.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Newport  Area  Home 
Health  Agency. 

ART.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $294.00  to  continue  its  membership 
in  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council. 

ART.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  72:43-B  and  43-C  for  Expanded  Exemp- 
tions on  Real  Estate  which  provides  for  a  resident  65  years 
of  age  up  to  75,  a  $5,000  exemption ;  a  resident  75  years  of 
age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000  exemption;  a  resident  80  years  of 
age  or  older,  a  $20,000  exemption.  Provided  that  the  res- 
ident owns  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly  with 
another  or  his  spouse  with  whom  he  has  been  living  for  at 
least  5  years  as  man  and  wife;  said  resident  had  a  net 


income  of  less  than  $7,000  or  combined  income  with  spouse 
of  less  than  $9,000;  and  owns  assets  of  any  kind,  tangible 
or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances,  not  in  excess  of 
$50,000.00 

ART.  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Police  Department. 

ART.  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
new  equipment  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $4000.00 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ART.  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer 
Fire  Department. 

ART.  22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  withdraw  from  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  new 
equipment  for  the  purchase  of  a  backhoe  loader  for  the 
Highway  Department. 

ART.  23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  a  Tax  Map  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  the  balance  of  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972  for  this  purpose. 

ART.  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  of 
$59,763.59  which  are  itemized  on  page  14  of  this  report. 

No  money  was  appropriated  for  Sohd  Waste  Disposal, 
the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region,  or  the  Lebanon  Re- 
gional Airport. 

The  Town  voted  to  transfer  $2,500  from  Revenue  Shar- 
ing to  Capital  Reserve  for  New  Equipment,  and  to  transfer 
any  balance  remaining  in  the  Revenue  Sharing  to  the  Tax 
Map  Fund. 

As  in  previous  year,  the  Selectmen  were  empowered  to 
hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  (We  had  to  borrow 
a  total  of  $75,000.00  this  year.) 

Art.  25.  After  considerable  comments  Pro  and  Con, 
the  Moderator  asked  that  those  in  favor  of  "No  Smoldng"'; 
please  stand.  No  count  was  taken,  but  the  majority  of  those 
attending  were  in  favor  of  no  smoking  at  public  meetings 
and  the  Moderator  so  ruled. 

Art.  26  Renovating  the  Town  Hall.  Kenneth  Lurvey 
said  it  would  spoil  the  architecture  to  lower  the  ceiling  and 
Rita  Gross  concurred.  Mr.  Rimbac  volunteered  to  furnish 
the  paint  and  the  Fire  Department  volunteered  to  do  the 
painting.  $1,500.00  was  appropriated  for  sanding  the  floor 
and  re-wiring  and  the  Town  voted  to  delete  the  lowering 
of  the  ceihng. 

Two  articles  allowed  withdrawal  of  money  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  for  new  equipment:  Art.  27,  $10,000.00 
for  a  new  one-ton  truck  and  Art.  29,  $800.00  for  a  road  rake. 
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Art.  32  The  Auditors  salary  was  changed  to  $70.00 
per  year. 

Any  other  business:  Eleanor  Hunt  congratulated  Kis- 
met McDonald,  daughter  of  John  and  Gloria  McDonald  for 
having  won  the  Sullivan  County  Spelling  Contest.  Thanks 
were  given  by  Jules  Pellerin  to  Robert  Rimbac  for  the  new 
voting  booths;  Eleanor  Buckley  to  Road  Agent  John 
Brown,  Jr.,  for  an  excellent  job  on  her  road;  Willis  H.  Bal- 
lon, Sr.,  to  the  Good  Neighbor  Club  for  serving  meals  to 
the  Election  Officials;  and  Kenneth  Lurvey  to  Mr.  Barms, 
our  Representative  to  the  General  Court,  for  attending  this 
Town  Meeting  and  speaking  on  the  Solid  Waste  issue.

The  Croydon  Town  Library  continued  to  grow  in  1977. 
Circulation  figures  show:  Juvenile  and  youth,  2506;  adult, 
1132;  magazines,  317.  We  receive  U.  S.  News  and  World 
Report,  Newsweek,  N.  H.  Profiles,  Consumer  Reports, 
Readers  Digest,  Country  Gentlemen,  Yankee,  Organic 
Gardening  and  National  Geographic  regiilarly.  Some  of 
these  are  gifts  for  which  the  library  is  thankful. 

As  readers  know,  the  price  of  new  books  is  skyrocket- 
ing. We  take  advantage  of  book  clubs  to  stretch  our 
budget  but  still  have  added  only  161  new  books  this  year. 
Forty  eight  of  these  were  gifts. 

Only  five  books  were  discarded  this  year.  All  were 
worn  out  children's  books. 

The  bookmobile  continues  to  come  three  times  a  year 
to  supplement  our  shelves. 

The  children's  corner  is  growing.  I  spent  one  third 
of  our  budget  there — mainly  for  "easy  readers".  The  book- 
mobile supplies  us  nicely  with  "read  to  me"  books,  but  we 
try  to  hook  them  on  reading  as  soon  as  possible.  I  think 
we  are  quite  successful  here. 

The  library  provides  movies  at  school  bi-weekly.  These 
films  are  from  the  N.  H.  State  Library. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  generous  gifts  and  your 
patronage.  We  appreciate  both.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CfflEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state 
and  town/ city  responsibility   (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State 
Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy 
forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/ city  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He 
regulates  the  kindUng  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits 
only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  sup- 
pression with  the  town/ city  and  state  sharing  the  cost. 
Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1/4  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organ- 
ization and  helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/ cities. 
The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  start- 
ed in  1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  State  for  the  past  25  years.

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1977  CROYDON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  Croydon  Police  Department  would  again  this  year 
like  to  thank  the  residents  and  persons  who  have  supported 
and/or  assisted  the  department  in  its  difficult  job  of  law 
enforcement!  I  am  proud  to  say  that  I,  Chief  Roderick 
Hansen  and  Officer  Frank  Holmes  were  able  to  attend  an- 
other seminar  in  Claremont,  for  police  officers  training  at 
the  Vocational  Institute,  sponsored  by  the  Police  Standards 
and  Training  Council. 

This  year  the  department  was  able  to  purchase  a  radar 
unit  at  a  very  reasonable  price,  even  though  this  was  a 
strain  on  our  budget.  I  feel  that  this  unit  is  a  valuable 
tool  in  the  field  of  law  enforcement,  as  many  people  have 
expressed  the  need  to  enforce  the  speed  limits  more  strictly 
in  our  town  during  peak  periods  such  as  school  hours,  and 
while  our  children  are  at  play  in  and  around  our  town. 

The  key  to  traffic  safety  can  usually  lie  in  the  heart 
and  mind  of  the  man.  It  is  not  solely  a  question  of  knowing 
the  rules  and  learning  the  skills  required  for  safe  driving. 
It  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to  screen  out  the  un- 
qualified by  driver  examinations,  but  these  tests  tell  only 
what  a  driver  can  do.  Whether  or  not  the  driver  will,  de- 
pends primarily  on  his  mind  and  heart. 

The  use  of  the  radar  and  routine  patrol  in  and  around 
town  frequently,  wiU  help  to  promote  safety  in  the  town 
for  all  and  especially  the  youngsters.  I  believe  we  drive  as 
we  live.  Careless,  unlawful  and  uncivilized  living  is  reflect- 
ed in  the  same  sort  of  driving.  The  same  things  which 
make  us  poor  neighbors  and  poor  citizens,  also  make  us  poor 
drivers.  To  take  a  fresh  look  at  them — selfishness,  envy, 
greed,  hate,  intemperance,  jealousy,  arrogance,  disregard 
of  the  rights  of  others,  pride,  revenge,  flouting  of  the  law. 
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We  must  think  in  terms  of  the  common  virtues  before  we 
make  real  progress  in  preventing  traffic  crashes.  We  can 
make  a  good  start  by  seriously  looking  at  whether  or  not 
the  police  department  and  security  of  a  small  community 
like  ours  is  really  any  different,  and  whether  or  not  it  should 
be  considered  any  less  important  than  that  of  a  much  larg- 
er community  such  as  one  around  us  like  Newport  or  Clare- 
mont. 

We  are  working  to  keep  this  town  the  nice  place  to  live 
in,  that  it  is  today.  We  have  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
criminal  justice  system  and  we  do  have  the  abiUty  to  co- 
ordinate normal  law  enforcement  on  a  small  community 
approach  and  will  continue  to  do  so  if  the  public  so  wants. 

We  are  requesting  this  year  that  the  department  be 
covered  by  a  Police  Officers  Liability  Insurance,  which  is 
expensive,  but  very  necessary. 

The  support  of  the  townspeople  at  town  meetings,  and 
the  use  of  our  radar  unit  will  help  lower  our  traffic 
problems,  "speeders",  and  also  lower  our  more  serious 
crimes,  such  as  theft,  burglaries,  criminal  mischief,  etc.  by 
means  of  added  patrol  on  our  town  roads  and  highways, 
and  by  our  regular  property  checks.  The  most  important 
crime  prevention  resource  is  the  individual  citizen — aware 
and  involved — acting  with  his  fellow  citizen  and  local 
authorities.  Once  a  person's  vulnerabilities  are  determined, 
preventive  measures  can  be  adopted.

Your  Home  Health  Agency  has  been  very  busy  this 
year,  making  a  total  of  900  more  visits  than  in  1976  and 
adding  6  new  services  or  programs  to  our  many  functions. 
Services  offered  to  residents  of  Croydon  include;  skilled 
nursing  services  such  as  dressing  changes,  injections  or- 
dered by  a  doctor;  rehabilitation  services  such  as  physical 
therapy;  preventive  services  such  as  health  promotion  and 
maternal-child  health  programs  (including  immunization, 
dental  and  well-child  clinics). 

During  the  past  year  we  have  established  a  weekly 
Discharge  Planning  Program  with  the  four  hospitals  serv- 
ing the  area  and  are  now  able  to  assist  families  with  early 
discharges.  We  have  also  added  the  federal  WIC  (Women, 
Infants,  Children)  food  supplement  program,  a  Senior 
Hypertension  Screening  Program  held  monthly  in  Newport, 
Home  Health  Aides  services,  and  general  health  guidance 
to  all  persons  regardless  of  age  who  need  the  services.

There 
is  much  to  be  said  for  continuity  of  personnel  as  these  two 
ladies  have  an  excellent  working  relationship  which  is 
demonstrated  in  the  present  smooth  operation  of  the  school. 

The  Per-Pupil  cost  of  operation  compared  to  other 
elementary  schools  throughout  the  State  may  be  of  interest 
for  the  1976-77  school  year: 

STATE  AVERAGE  (Elementary)  $1,061 

CROYDON'S  COST  (Grades  1-3)  $1,086 

The  1978-1979  Budget  shows  only  a  small  increase  since 
the  number  of  tuition  students  has  dropped.  Coupled  with 
the  estimated  balance  of  June  30,  1978  ($4,500)  the  local 
tax  assessment  for  schools  for  next  year  could  be  less 
than  for  the  present  year.
